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LIBERTY, EQUALITY AND THE UNIONS 


There are those who are maintaining that liberty 


and equality are not compatible. 
In other words there 


we those who urge that you cannot have one, without 
sacrificing the other. 
We do not believe that equality 


is greater than liberty. We do not believe that in our 
anxiety for elements of equality we should be content 
to level down in any sense, but that it should he always 
an effort to level up and to give an opportunity to the 
best to develop the creative genius which they possess. 
Certainly all should enjoy the greatest liberty. The 
parent should be able to say to the child—"Form your 
own judgment; make the very best of your opportunity; 
do what you undertake to the utmost of your strength." 
but we do not believe that this is at all inconsistent with ' 
a'real idea of equality, because equality, from the po- 
litical point of view- does not presuppose equal powers, 
equal talent, but only equal opportunities, free from any 
handicaps placed there by a political system which give's 
to one greater chances than it does to others. 


We believe that any institution which tends to des 


troy individuality, or the determination of those who 
are peculiarly endowed to develop those endowments, 
is not fulfilling the purposes of civilization to the high- 
est degree. 
This has been a criticism that has been 


levelled at Labor Unions and from one ancle it is a very 
just criticism. 
The Labor Union necessarily is looking 


after a class. It means to raise the whole body within 
that class. 
It naturally needs, and tends to hold, every 


man of genius and power within that class bv forcing 
certain restrictive regulations upon and around him. 
making it difficult for him to achieve-to his utmost. 


We know that leaders of Labor Unions recognize 


this. 
They recognize this as one of the weaknesses of 


the Union?-inherent and to some extent necessarv. for 
the time being at. least. 
This i.- one of the reasons that 


the Unions cannol offer a complete solution to our in- 
'dustrial problems- but they an- meeting a condition 
which have been thrust upon them by t h e pressure of in- 
dustrial life, the demand for self-protection, and that is 
their justification. 


They arc not solving the problem of equality, or of 


liberty, or the problem of individual opportunity, they' 
are simply an e/i'oj-t of the weak'- elements to unite in 
order that they may together gain sufficient strength to 
raise their standard of living/ Thus 
eventually they 


will have life and power to develop individually, which 
they have not now. 
In the end this will mean liberty m 


its truest sense for liberty in it., truest sense is the priv- 
ilege and power to achieve without restraint the pur- 
poses of our being.
